CONSCIENTIOUSNESS IN HELL |SOMESIGNSOF JOSEPHATYPE THE EVANGEL’S | 18TH BIRTHDAY 


The Spirits Alive In 
Sheol, Both Lower 
And Upper 





F J. Lee, General Overseer. 
Last week we took up the subject 
of hell, using the Hebrew word 
“Sheol.” For convenience and to make 


it more simple, we referred to Sheol 
as having two rooms, upper and 
lower. We showed that the upper com- 
partment was the place in which the 
spirits of good men were detained un- 
til the plan of salvation could be com- 
pleted. We showed that the upper com 
partment was not a place of remorse, 
suffering or misery whatever, but a 
place of joy, and even sweet anticipa- 
tions. 

This week we are going to turn our 
attention to the lower division of this 
place, known as the present abode of 
the spirits of wicked men. On several 
occasions this place is referred to as 
the lowest hell (Sheol).The Lord says, 
“A fire is kindled in mine anger, and 
shall burn into the lowest hell.” The 
revised version says, burn into the 
lowest pit or into hell (Sheol)  be- 
neath, in other words, into the Sheol 
beneath the place called upper Sheol. 

David, after having been reclaimed, 
said, “Thou hast delivered my soul 
from the lowest hell.” The revised ver- 
sion says, from the lowest pit, hell 
(Sheol) beneath. David did not dread 
upper Sheol, but doubtless would have 
been glad to have gone to it and 
escaped his trials, but his dread was 
having to go to the lower Sheol. But 
when peace came to him, he rejoiced 
that his soul had been delivered from 
the lowest hell. 

Conscientiousness In Hell 

We showed in last week’s issue that 
the spirit of man is rational after 
death. Abraham, Isaac and Jacob were 
living in upper Sheol, also Lazarus 
and the thief from the cross were 
there. Then Jesus, though His body 
lay in the tomb, was there preaching 
to those rational beings. They under- 
stood Him to the extent that they 
were willing to follow Him out of that 
place to a better one. 

We have an example of conscious- 
ness in hell in the case of Jonah who 
disobeyed God and was cast over 
board and went down and down until 
he entered the fish’s belly. The Scrip- 
ture narrative says, “out of the belly 
of hell he cried.” In this instance it is 
figurative, thus showing that those 
who disobey God shall go down to 
hell, and shall be there in perfect con- 
sciousness. 

Quick—Into Hell 

While Lazarus was conscious fh 
upper Sheol, the rich man was consci- 
ous in lower Sheol. Jesus said there 
was a certain rich man. He did not 
say that we will imagine there was, 
but that, there was. This rich man was 
conscious of his suffering; he was 
conscious that he was in hell; he re- 
membered his five brothers and was 
much concerned about them not com- 
ing to that place. He was conscious of 
the fact that he could see Lazarus 
with Abraham in upper Sheol, and he 
desired Lazarus to help him in his 
trouble. 

We have a statement in Psa. 55:15, 


as follows: “Let death scize wpon 
them, and let them go down quick 
into hell: for wickedness is in their 


dwellings, and among them, As for 
me, I will call upon God; and the Lord 
shall save me.” David's decree cOncern- 
ing those who are captured by wick- 
edness to the extent that it is in their 
dwellings and among them, was, let 
them go down “quick,” not quickly, 
into hell. The word “quick” is not 
an adverb denoting the rapidity of 
their going, but the expression is the 
same as that used by Paul when he 
said that Christ shall judge the quick 
and the dead. 2 Tim. 4:1. The thought 
conveyed by Paul is that Christ shall 
judge the living and the dead. 

Jere is the meaning of the Scrip- 
ture in question, let death seize upon 
their bodies (that which is capable of 
death), and let their spirits, after 
separating from the body, go down 


alive into hell. There isn’t any wonder 


that the rich man is suffering in hell, 
for he went there quick (alive) and 
is there today as much alive as at the 
day he arrived. 

David did not expect to go alive in- 
to bell. He said, “As for me, I will call

THELAST DAYS 


We Are Living In the 
Saturday Evening 
Age of Time 





Every thoughtful and prayerful man 
or woman can see that the last days 
are at our doors. Paul gives us to un- 
derstand that in the last days peril- 


ous times should come, and further in- 
forms us that people would be lovers 
of pleasure more than lovers of God. 
This fact is illustrated before our 
eyes every day. Never was there a 
time when people had less regard for 
one another, for God and their fellow- 
men than now. Selfishness has taken 
the day and most all the religion of 
today is of the head rather than of 
the heart. Unsound teaching in seats 
of learning, the spirit of worldliness 
in the nominal churches, mob spirit 
among the ungodly is so abundant 
that it is almost unsafe for the young 
generation to attend High School or 
Colleges for fear they become _ con- 
taminated with Evolution and other 
skeptical teachings.

Joseph lived in the land of Canaan 
with his father. Being the youngest of 
his old age, Jacob loved Joseph more 
than all the other brothers. For this 
reason they were jealous of him and 
hated him. 

Once when Joseph’s brothers were 
feeding their father’s flock in She- 
chem, his father sent him to find 
them, to which he willingly agreed 
and started on his journey. When his 
brothers saw him coming afar off, 
they conspired against him, how to 
slay him and tell his father that some 
evil beast had devoured him. But 
Reuben heard them ang said, “Let us 
not kill him, 
in the wilderness.” He meant to re- 
turn him to his father. So they cast 
him into a pit and then sat down to 
eat bread, when looking up they be- 
held a company of Ishmaelites on their 
way to Egypt. Then Judah suggeste 
that they sell their brother instead 
of killing him, thus freeing their 
hands of his blood. To this they all 
agreed, took him from the pit and 
sold him to the Ishmaelites. 

Jesus likewise lived with His Fath- 
er in Glory and was His Father’s be- 
loved Son. He too was sent from His 
home, willingly, to His brothers, to 
seek and to save that which was lost, 
but His people would not accept 
Him, but persecuted Him and conspir- 
ed how they might kill Him. This they 
did and as Joseph was cast into the 
pit, Jesus was cruelly crucified and 
put in the tomb. 

Joseph being rejected by his broth- 
ers, was brought down to Egypt and 
sold to one of Pharaoh’s officers. Here 
he won favor with the Egyptians. The 
Lord was with him and he was pros- 
perous. His master saw that the Lord 
made all that he did to prosper in 
his hands, so he made him overseer 
in his house and all that he had he 
put into his hands. It came to pass 
that from the time he made him over- 
seer in his house that the Lord bless- 
ed the Egyptian’s house for Joseph’s 
sake, for Joseph was a goodly person 
and well favored. 

Joseph not only found favor with 
his Egyptian master, but also with 
Pharaoh. He too saw that the Lord

Evangel has Carried 
a Message of Love 





March Ist was the birthday of the 
Church of God Evangel. She has quite 
a career. The first copy was printed 
March 1, 1910 and the last copy Feb. 
25, 1928. Right here I wish to say 
that there has been a typographical 
error in the volume since Jan. 1, 1928. 
The Evangel was eighteen years old 
Marcb 1, 1928 and will be going on 
her nineteenth volume during this 
year. For eighteen long years she has 
been carrying the message of Truth. 

Brother A. J. Tomlinson was. the 
first editor. He edited the paper for a 
number of years. C. H. Shriner of 
Spring Place, Ga., 
short time. After Brother Shriner 
moved to South Georgia and became 
principal of the school at Odum, Ga., 
Brother A. J. Tomlinson resumed the 
place as editor and publisher. After 
this, Brother J. S. Llewellyn was ap- 
pointed to edit the paper and act as 
general manager of the Publishing 
House. He served in this capacity for 
five years. At the 22d Annual As- 
sembly of the Church of God, which 
convened in Cleveland, Tenn., Oct. 
1927, the writer, S. W. Latimer, was 
appointed to edit the paper. 

This paper has undergone many 
hardships. In its eighteen years, there 
has only been a very short time that 
it was not published. At the filing of 
the cross-bill.by A. J. Tomlinson and 
his followers, there was a short time 
that the publication stopped. Since 
that time it has been going regularly 
every week. This last week we have 
received quite a few letters stating 
that they were divinely healed by 
prayer and laying on of the Evangel. 
As Jesus stated to the woman, truly 
it was their faith that made them 
whole. Doubtless this little paper has 
been a blessing to thousands of hun- 
gry Learts. Many people who were dis- 
couraged, by reading the good testi- 
monies and other pieces in the paper, 
have been inspired, took on new cour- 
age and went forward in the Chris- 
tian warfare. 

We notice the first plece written 
for the Evangel was titled “Apology 
For Above Title,” and that the paper 
at that time was titled “The Evening 
Light and Church of God Evangel.” 
Below we are giving a copy of this 
first piece.

The Soul Does Not Die 

We find in Ezk. 32:21, that the 
strong among the mighty shall speak 
out of the midst of netl, The mighty 
ones speaking in the midst of hell, is 
the thought. Jesus said, “Fear not 
them which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul.’ The body may 
be shot down and even burned to 
ashes, but Jesus says, that they are 
not able to kill the soul. Then it is 
evident that the soul does not die. 

John said, “I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the witness of 
Jesus and the word of God.” Rev. 20:4. 

I saw under the altar the souls of 
them that were slain for the word of 
God, and for the testimony which they 
held; and they cried with a loud voice 
saying, How long O Lord, wilt thou 
not judge and avenge our blood on 
them that dwell on the earth.” While 
this is yet future, we can readily see 
that these are souls, separate from the 
bodies of men, They cry aloud; they 
remember how the blood of their 
bodies was shed by wicked men. They 
hear a voice saying to them, rest for 
a little season until their fellow-breth- 
ren shall be killed as they were. White 
robes were given to them. This shows 
that they were not sleeping souls, but 
were very much awake and alive. 

We have called attention to the 
above to show that the soul, which 
is often used synonymous with spirit, 
is immortal and is not capable of 
death by human agencies that it sep- 
arates from the body and is detained 
within the place specially prepared for 
them, until the resurrection. 

The righteous soul at one time went 
alive to upper Sheol, and the soul of 
the wicked man went alive to lower 
Sheol, but since Jesus visited upper 
Sheol and led the captive out, Paradise 
is no more beneath, but 1s above 
O how wonderful are these thoughts. 
While they are wonderful and will 
doubtless raise a question in the minds 
of some, nevertheless they are in har- 
mony with the Word. 

We will give one more instance to 
show that men retain that everlasting 
principle called life, though they suf- 
fer in hell ages to come. We find in 
Rev. 19:20, that the antichrist who is 
referred to as the “man of sin,” not a 
system, but a real man, shall 
with the false prophet, be cast alive 
into the Lake of Fire. Notice, “alive.” 
Men not only go quick (alive) into 
Sheol, but shall go into the lake of 
fire doubly alive, having their resur- 
rected bodies. 

We learn from Rev. 20:10 that they 
will have been in the lake one thous- 
and years and yet not consumed, 

We have given the above to more 
thoroughly establish the fact that the 
spirits of wicked men are living in 
hell (Sheol) and shall be, until God 
calls them to the final judgment.—

blessed the Gentiles for Jesus’ sake, 
for Jesus is not only the greatest and 
best man that ever lived, but He is 
the image of the invisible God. It 
pleased the Father, that in Him should 
all fullness dwell. In Him are hid all 
the treasures of wisdom and knowl- 
edge. By accepting Him, the Gentiles 
have been greatly blessed, have pros- 
pered and found favor with the Lerd. 

The interpretation of Pharaoh’s 
dream by Joseph was a foresight of 
what was going to happen in Egypt. 
There were to be seven years of 
plenty and seven years of famine, and 
as Joseph was the ruler of Egypt, he 
laid up stores in cities that they 
might have plenty in the time of 
famine. 

The seven yeais of plenty is a type 
of the Gentile age. We are now liv- 
ing in a land that flows with milk 
and honey, spiritually speaking. We 
have Jesus as our Ruler; we hold 
Him superlative above everything. 
His Spirit is being poured out on all 
tlesh; He is trying to prepare us for 
the tribulation and if we will store 
up our food, verily we shall be fed 
in the time of famine. 

The seven years of famine came on 
and there was bread in the land of 
Egypt. Joseph opened the store houses 
and sold to the Egyptians and to all 
the countries. The famine was also in 
the land of Canaan, and Jacob sent 
his sons into Egypt to buy food of 
Joseph, as Joseph was ruler of Egypt. 
It was here that his brothers came and 
bowed down themselves to him. He 
recognized his brothers, but him they 
did not, so on their second trip to 
Egypt to buy corn, Joseph gave them 
a feast and made himself known to 
them. He asked them about his fath- 
er. Of course, they Were exceedingly 
sorry for the way they had treated 
him, but he said unto them, “Be not 
grieved, nor angry with yourselves: 
that ye sold me hither: for God did 
send me before you to preserve life. 
For these two years hath the famine 
been in the land: and yet there are 
five years, in the which there shall 
neither be earing nor harvest. And 
God sent me before you to preserve 
you a posterity in the earth, and to 
save your lives by a great deliver- 
ance. So now it was not you that sent 
me hither, but God; and he hath made 
me a father to Pharaoh, and Lord of 
all his house, ang a ruler throughout 
all the land of Egypt.” He then sent 
for his father and all his family and 
gave them a possession in the land 
of Egypt and Joseph nourished them 
with bread. The Israelites dwelt there 
and grew and multiplied exceedingly. 

The seven years of famine is a type 
of the tribulation wherein the Jews 
will come back to Jesus. “And I look- 
ed, and, lo, a Lamb stood on the 
mount Sion, and with him an hundred 
forty and four thousand, having his 
Father’s name written in their fore- 
heads. And they sung as it were a 
new song before the throne, and be- 
fore the four beasts, and the elders: 
and no man could learn that song but 
the hundred forty and four thousand, 
which were redeemed from the earth.” 
Rev. 14:1, 3. 

He also said that it was His Fath- 
er’s will that He come to preserve 
life—for in Him we find life and find 
it more abundantly. God also sent Him 
to preserve His people a posterity in 
the earth ang to save their lives by a 
great deliverance, for He died for 
men, not in the sense that a devoted 
mother would give her life for a child, 
or as one friend might die for anoth- 
er, but He died for men in a sense 
in which no other being ever has, 
or ever could die for men. He died 
for men in order that the dead in 
trespasses and in sins might attain 
to a life which never could have been 
theirs without His death. 

As Joseph was governor and Lord 
over all Egypt, so shall Jesus reign 
in the Kingdom that His Father shall 
give Him, for thus it was written of 
Him by the prophet, “and thou Beth- 
lehem, in the land of Juda, art not 
least amoug tee princes of Juda, for 
out of the shall come a Governor 
that shall rule my people Israel.” He 
shall rule as King of kings and Lord 
of lords and shall give His people a 
possession in the new and holy city 
and He shall be their God and they 
shall be His people; so shall they 
ever be with the Lord.

THE FORMER AND 
LATTER HOUSE

The glory of this latter house shall 
be greater than that of the former 
house. Hag. 2:9. The glory of the 
former house was great, however it 
could not be compared to that of the 
latter house. The former house was 
the temple built by Solomon. This 
former house was a building hallowed 
by the special presence of God and 
consecrated to his worship. In Hebrews 
it is called the palace of Jehovah and 
the house of God. Every heathen tem- 
ple had its idol, but the true and liv- 
ing God dwelt between the Cherubim 
in the holy of holiest at Jerusalem. 
This former house was a place where 
the presence of God met with His peo- 
ple. See the dedication, the wonderful 
presence of God! See how the glory 
of the Lord filled the house! 2 Cor. 
5:14. 

The Lord honored this former house 
with His real presence and met with 
His people from time to time at this 
special place. The Jews looked on this 
temple or former house as the place 
of worship. When Jesus met the wo- 
man at the well after He had told her 
all things she ever did, she said that 
He was a prophet. The woman saith 
unto him, Sir, I perceive that thou art 
a prophet, our fathers worshipped in 
this mountain and ye say that Jerusa- 
lem is the place where men ought to 
worship. Jesus saith unto her, Woman 
believe me, the hour cometh when ye 
shall neither in this mountain, nor 
yet at Jerusalem worship the father. 
But the hour cometh when the true 
worshippers shall worship the father 
in Spirit and truth. This denotes that 
the time was at hand when the pres- 
ence of God could be found every- 
where. The temple that was built by 
Solomon was overthrown and in later 
years was rebuilt. 


Some writers claim this to fulfill 
Haggai’s prophecy, but I believe this 
has a broader meaning than the new 
temple back there. While we know it 
was larger than the former, however, 
I believe that we come to the upper 
room where the Holy Ghost came in. 
The upper room is where He came 
to His temple as a fire and a rushing 
mighty wind and they all spake with 
other tongues. This surely was some 
of the glory of the latter house. The 
House of God or the Church of God 
was exalted above everything else. O 
the glory of it built on such a founda- 
tion, Jesus Christ Himself, the chief 
corner stone. We immediately see af- 
ter the exaltation of the latter house 
three thousands believers were added 
to them; the sick were healed; de- 
mons were cast out; the lame made to 
walk. Oh, the glory of this latter 
house, the wonderful presence of God!
